\ditorial Comment 
THIS IS WHAT 17 IS ALL ABOUT 


Indefinite postponement of another national railroad strike 
‘by means of sincere collective bargaining by management and 
maintenance and repair unions, was a welcome development. 
‘Not only did it forestall a potentially destructive blow to the 
--mation’s economy; it also demonstrated that true bargaining 
can bring mutually beneficial results. 

. This has always been true, of course, but a number of 
‘unions, under the prodding of power-hungry leadership, have 
preferred ultimatums to bargaining. The intransigence of rail 
unions, for instance, brought on the Congressional action re- 
sulting in the Arbitration Award which eliminates the old, 
‘wasteful practice of featherbedding, while preserving the jobs, 
pay and,rights of workers most concerned. 

This award could have been duplicated across the bargain- 
ing table, as is demonstrated by the brakemen’s agreement in 
California to go along with technological progress and gradu- 
ally phase out, through attrition, those jobs made unnecessary 
and unproductive by new mechanical and operation methods. 

Despite this new wave. of realistic return to bargaining 
concepts, however, railroad firemen in California are fighting 
the citizens’ attempt to remove by state law the now out- 
moded and arbitrary requirement that three men ride the cab 
of freight diesels. Until that requirement is removed, there 
can be no meaningful bargaining on the manning of freight 
trains in California. 

That is what Proposition 17 is all about—the restoration to 
unions and management of the right and the responsibility to 
face facts and face each other in a genuine effort to meet the 
changing needs of a vital industry. When Proposition 17 has 
cleared the law of regressive featherbedding rules, labor, 

management and the paying public will be in a much happier, 
healthier position.
